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An Anthentic Anecdote. Dr Henry Cole a 
native of Godfhill in the ifle of Wight, Dean of St 
Paul’s who was very pliable to the fhifting times of 
his day ; in the reign of Mary returned to his old 
principles, and was thereby honoured with his de- 
ploma, and the Deanery of St Paul’s, with a long 
etcatera of other lucrative pofts and perferments. 
Mary the royal mittrefs of his fortune was determins 
ed, it feems to act the fame fatal tragedy among 
her proteftant fubjeéts in Ireland, as the had already 
done at home in Smithfield. For this purpofe her com- 
milion was made out, and who fhould have the 
care of it, but her trafty and well beloved (time fer- 
ving) Dr Cole? He undertook the charge and in 
the progrefs of this bufinefs making fome little ftay 
at Chetier, he was waited on by the Mayor of thac 
city. In the courfe of the converfation which paf- 
fed between thefe two, the Doétor was fo full. of 
his commufion, that he could not forbear, as we 
fay, to let the cat out of the bag. * I have that 
with me,” faith he, producing a little box from his 
portmanteau, ** which will lath the heretics of Ire- 
land.” His hoftefs, a Mr Edmonds, had the good 
luck to overhear this, and being more than haf a 
heretic herfelf, and having a brother of that profef= 
fion in Dublin, fhe became much troubled, and ta- 
king her opportunity. whilft the Doétor was gone 
down to compliment his worfhip the Mayor to the 
door, the {tep into the Dean’s apartment, took out 
the commuifon and put a pack of cards into the box 
in its room. The Dostor, having completed his 
civilities, returns to his chamber and puts up his 
box without the lea(t fufpicion of what had happened. 
Soon atter he fet fail for Dublin, where he arrived 
December 7, 1558. Being introduced to Lord 
Fitz Walter (then Lord Lieutenant) and the privy 
council, he began with a {peech in form to fet forth 
the nature of his bufinefs, and then delivered his 
box with due ceremony, ** What have we h« fe ?””

placed wader the care of a fkilful gardener. Thus, 
that ifland is become poffeifed of what there is rea- 
fon to believe will one day turn out a fource of ! 
wealth to thofe colonies and the mother country. 

The fame advices mention, that the Mango 
plumb-tree has been brought from the Eaft Indies, 
and grows with uncommon vigour in feveral planta- 
tions in the above iflands. The fruit of this tree is 
exceedingly delicious, and highly efteemed in the 
oriental part of the globe. 

Advice has been received at the India-Houfe of 
the arrival, off Portfmouth, of the Company’s fhip 
Raymond, Captain Smedley, from Bencoolen.

In this the 
cafe of the prifoner differed from others lately e- 
ftablifhed and aéted upon; and being thus difcrimi- 
nated, it ftood fimply as a civil trefpafs, for which 
a civil action might, and ought to have been com- 
menced by the profecutor. Mr Garrow was follow- 
ed in his obfervations by Mr Edgar, who faid be 
could not fubfcribe to the dodrine lately eftablifhed, 
which, by extending the law in cafes of felony, 
might be productive of fatal confequences. He atk- 
ed, Whether the fact for which his client had been 
indicted, was not cognizable in a civil Court of Ju- 
dicature ? If fo, it was to fuch a court the profecu- 
tor fhould have reforted. 

The Recorder and Mr Juftice Gould delivered 
their fentiments on the cafe. The firft obferved, 
that the reafoning of Mr Garrow was founded on 
falfe premifes ; on it was entirely begging the que- 
frlion, to fay that the prifoner did not obtain the 
chaife with a felonious intent. That was the fac 
which mult go to the jury; and they, from the evi- 
dence, mutt find the felony, or not. As to the dif- 
ference between this cafe, and others referred to of 
late eftablifhment, Mr Recorder confefled that he 
did not poffefs a fufficient degree of acumen to dif- 
cern it. 

Mr Juftice Gould, in a moft fenfible fpeech, clear- 
ed the fubjeé ef every intricacy. He began by ob- 
ferving, that he had been one of the twelve judges, 
to whom the cafe of Ak/es had been reterred ; and 
his decided opinion was, that the tranfaétion, all 
circumftances confidered, conftituted a felony. It 
was very true, that detaining the property of another 


for a longer period than the time fpecified at the mo- 
ment of obtaining it, did not conititute a felony ; 
but the fubfequent conduct mult be connected with 
the preceding,and from the wholg the difcovery of the 
intent might be made. What had been the conduct 
ot the prifoner ? He gbtains poffeflion of a chaife un- 
der the pretext of wanting 1 for three weeks ; al- 
moft eleven months elapfe; Does he thew any dif- 
pofition to return the property? Can he be found ? 
If not, detaining the property, and fecreting himfelf, 
are circumftances which lead us to the original in- 
tent, and of that intention, whether it were feloni- 
ous or not, the Jury were to determine. In addi- 
tion to thefe obfervations, Mr Sylvefter, Counfe] for 
the profecution, fuggefted a cafe, the ftrength of 
which was felt and admitted ; it was this: A fharp- 
er had agreed witha filverfmith for the purchafe of a 
pair of candlefticks, which he defired might be fent 


candleftieks were casried, and the tharper defired the 
perfon who brought them to return and fetch ano- 
ther article, and he would pay for the whole toge- 
ther. In the abfence of the perfon, he decamped with 
the candlefticks. Here was an agreement to pur- 
chafe, and a bill of parcels delivered ; yet it was ad- 
judged a felony. 

The evidence on the part of the profecution being 
clofed, Mr Semple was put on his defence, and, in 
extenuation of his guilt, the perfon in whofe houfe 
be had lodged at Knightfbridge fwore, that Mr Li- 
fet, the profecutor, had told him he had ben de- 
frauded of a poft-chaife, by one Harold, and he was 
determined to arref him, if he could find out 
where he was. This evidence was pointed to evade 
the felony, bya proof, that even the profecutor con- 
fidered the tranfaction in the light of a debt for which 
he had only a civilremedy. ‘T’o this teftimony was 
oppofed that of Mr Lifet, who, in the moft direct 
and pofitive terms, denied that any fuch converfation 
ever pafled. On the evidence being interrogated, 
Whether he had been waited on by any profeilional 
man, in behalf of the prifoner? he confeffed, that 
the father of Semple, in company with another per- 
fon who might be of the law, had called on him. 
Being afked, What he knew of Semple? he replied, 
That the only knowledge he had of him was, that 
he had lodged in his houfe, and had decamped with- 
out paying for his lodging. 

Mr Semple thus failing in the proof of what he 
endeavoured to eftablith, was informed by the Court, 
that if he had any thing to offer in his own behalf, 
the prefeat moment was the time of doing it. As 
he was farnithed with materials for committing his 
thoughts to paper, and appeared to write a great 
deal, a formal defence was expected from him; but 
he neither difplayed ability, nor even a common 
fhare of ingenuity, on the occafion. He retained 
only a degree of modeft affarance, which evinced, 
that a fenfe of fhame, refulting. from the degrading 
fituation in which he {tood, formed not any part of 
his feelings. With all the externals of a gentlaman 
his mind appeared to have been inured to defpicabi- 
lity, and he feemed to be perfectly at eafe at the 
bar of the Old Bailey. His defence, which was 
wretchedly incoherent, confifted in his faying, 
‘«¢ That all he knew about the matter was, he had 
agreed to dire a chaife of Mr Lifet for three weeks ; 
had told him he was going to Scotland; was to pay 
him a weekly fum for the dire of the chaife ; and if 
he liked it, on his return, he was to purchafe it for 
fifty guiyeas, and to pay the purchafe-money within 
twelve months, which time was not yet expired. 
This was all he knew of the matter, and Mr Lifet 
knew this to be the cafe.” Thus ended his defence, 
without a fingle attempt to call an evidence to his 
character, or offering any thing like a reafon for his

of a Sovereign forming a permanent eftablifhment, in 
order to lend money to her fubjects, and to put 


again into circulation thofe fums which her prudence 


and economy have enabled her to fave. This or- 
donnapce announces the eftablifhment of a Bank, the 
ftock of which amounts to 33 millions of roubles, 
42 deftined to be lent to the nobleffe (gentlemen of 
landed property) for twenty years, and 11 to retail 
dealers and merchants for twenty-two years. The 
former are to pay annually 5 per cent, for interelt, 
which is the legal rate now eftablifhed through the 
whole empire, and 3 per cent. more in part of re- 
peyaucnt of the capital; the latter 4 per cent. annu- 
ally as interelt, and 3 per cent. in part of repay- 
ment of the capital. The eftates of the nobleffe 
to be mortgaged for the payment of the loan. The 
eleven millions lent to the merchants is for the 
encouragement of the internal commerce of the 
country, and to open a trade with China, Per- 
fa, and the other Afiatic nations. ‘This Bank 
is to be under the immediate dire&tion of the So- 
vereign, and is never to iffue bills on any pretence 
whatever to the amount of more than 100 millions 
of roubles. If a gentleman who has already mort- 
ged his eftate to a private perfon be inclined to 
motigage it to the Bank, this latter may accept it, 
pire to the former mortgagee the fum due to him.

ExtraG of a letter from Newcaftle, Sept. 4- 

«* This afternoon, obferving a great crowd in the 
ftreet, oppofite to Turner’s Inn, I, went to fee what 
was the matter; when I was informed, that they 
were looking at two Lapland women, who had Jate- 
ly been brought there by Sir Henry Liddle, a gen- 
tleman poffefled of a confiderable eftate in the neigh- 
bourhood of Newcaltle, who has lately made a vifit 
to Lapland. I accordingly went in to Turner’s to 
fee them. They appeared te be about 20 or 21 
years of age, of a {warthy complexion, rather in- 
clined to brown than yellow. Their hair black, 
which hung down behind., Their eyes betwixt a 
dark blue andhazle. ‘Their features regular. Their 
{tature very low. This, however, had no adven- 
titious aid, their thoes being very different from 
thofe of our moderh ladies, devoid of heels, and 
quite flat in the foles, Jike Highland brogues. 
Their head-drefs was a mutch or cap, which fitted 
clofe to the head ; one of the caps of a reddith co- 
lour ; the other fewed, as if embroidered. Above, 
they wore a loofe gown, which reached down to their 
ankles. It was of a green colour; and feemed to be 
worlted. ‘I'heir necks were adorned with a loofe 
necklace of beads and fhells, which before hung 
down to their wai‘l, like a rofary. It would feem, 
that they are not of the lowett order of the people of 
their country ; as they cap both read and write their 
own language, dance gracefully, and work prettily 
with their needJz. Their languagé is a fpccies of 
Swedifh, perhaps as different from what is fpoke at 
Stockholm, as the Earfe is to the Englith. Sir 
Henry has brought over a fervant who, can talk to 
them in their own tongue. Before leaving the room, 
they very politely drank a glafs of wine to the 
health of the company; and as they. retired, curt- 
fied to the byltanders with a good grace., They 
feem to be extremely happy with..eheir~ ficua- 
tion, were continually fmiling and laughing, and 
are rather averfe to return home. Sir Henry, how- 
ever, it is faid, propofes to fend them back foon, 
being under promife to that effect. I was told fome 
of their male relations were fo defirous of coming o- 
ver along with them, that Sir Henry was obliged to 
bribe them with a confiderable fum not to come. — 
This gentleman alfo brought over with him fix rein 
deer, one of which died in- the paffage. The rett 
are all doing well, and are now at his feat at Ifling- 
ton, where it is hoped they will breed. If fo, they 
will be the firft ever propagated in this country. It 
is faid that the rein-decr, on the paflage, would not 
take meat from any perfon but the two Lapland la- 
dies, who could call thefe animals to any part of the 
thip they pleafed.”’

Tharfday, arrived exprefs Cap- 
tain Condron, from the Right Hon. Lord Luttrell. 
He brought up with him prifoner a Mr V-——s, of 
the parifh of Erlingford, in the Queen’s county, 
who is reprefented to have been the chief Captain 
and leader of the Right Boys. 

The fingular manner in which he was taken re- 
flects the higheft credit upon the gallant and judici- 
ous behaviour of Captain Condron, and manife(ts the” 
homane condué which regulates the proceedings of 
Lord Luttrell towards thofe deluded people. Be- 
ing informed of the refidence of Mr V-—--s, Cap- 
tain Condron was difpatched, difguifed as a fervant, 
to the town of Rathdowney, accompanied by four 
dragoons, whom he left at two miles diftance from 
Rathdowney, which is fourteen from Kilkenny. A 
perfon acquainted with Mr V——s was procured to 
afk him to dine at the inn at Rathdowney, which he 
accordingly did, and Captain Condron having taken 
a view of the houfe while in difguife, fo as to guard 
again(t any efcape, and having V——s /et in the 
houfe, potted back for the dragoons, and riding ful! 
gallop into the town, rufhed into the houfe. The 
landlord at firft refitted their entrance, and was 
knocked down by one of the dragoons. V——s 
was immediately feized, placed upon a horfe, and 
carried to head quarters, before any poflible attempt 
of arefcue could be made. Thus an affair, which 
might have produced much bloodthed, by the lauda- 
ble humanity of Lord Luttrell, and the fpirited ex- 
ertion of Captain Condron, was executed without 
the fmalleft tumult. There are no lefs than one 
hundred ‘and fifty ftand of arms in the hands of the 
lower ¢lafs of people in Rathdowney, and had they 
got ‘time’ to colle&, the confequences might have 
proved fatal, 

The gentleman in cuftody of a meflenger, as ana- 
bettor of the White Boys, is a, young well looking 
fellow, and yelterday underwent an examination of 
three hours betore the Privy Council. We are in- 
formed that he pleads his being coerced into the fer- 
vice of the White Bays, and that his connexion en- 
tirely arofe from the mere apprehenfion of perfonal 
fafety. 

From what has tranfpired relative to the exami- 
nation of the young man, Mr V. before the Council 
on Tharfday, it would appear that nothing criminal 
has yet beén brought home to him. He is not far- 
ther confined than'to the ‘care of ‘a perfon in the 
Urdnance-office, aad tms day had the tiberty of the 
lower Caftle Yard, in company with the perfon who 
has him in cuftody. It was believed at firft, that he 
was the fon of a moft refpectable gentleman, Mr V. 
of. the Queen’s county, who refides at Lavelly. Ie 
turns out that he -is only diftantly connected with 
him, though of the fame name. This young man’s 
father has em dead for fome years, and lefc him a 
fmall fortune of two hundred pounds per annum, 
which is almoft, if nor totally diffipated in all that 
idle, Jow debauchery, which fo unhappily for this 
country marks the character of the middle man— 
fellaws who drink all night, and fight in the morn- 
ing, and who have lefs fenfe than the brutes they 
ride, or feeling than the hounds they ftarve. It is 
this élafs of men that difgrace the name of Irifhmen, 
and make us the {coff of other nations. 

_ It.is not attempted to be denied that V. was with 
the Right Boys when they aflembled in different 
parts ; nay, that he was prefent when oaths were 
adminiftered: It does not appear, however, that he 
was the perfon who compelled the oaths to be taken, 
orin any manner adminiftered them; and in his 
defence he afferts, that his being among them was 
compulfion, and the oath he had been obliged to 
take.
